OREN HARRIS" 


The Eisenhower budget slashed 


5 Vi quarter billions from the orig- 
inal estimate of the cost of running 
the government for the next fiscal 
year, but the total is still 65% bil- 
lion — and the country will still be 
nearly 3 billions in the red.

Cost of Living 
Shows a Slight 
Decrease 


WASHINGTON, (R— The cost of 


living dropped le.-'s than one-tenth 
of 1 par cent in December, a min: 
or movement which the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics saw as evidence 
of "continued stability" in the eco- 
nomy. 


The decline was the second con- 


secutive monthly drop. BLS com- 
missioner Ewan Clague said, how- 
ever, that the price trends defini- 
tely "are not behaving like a busi- 
ness recession." 


Together the November and De- 


cember drop's totaled one-half of 
1 per cent. They brought the con- 
sumer price-index near the end of 
1953 
to 114.9, using the 1947-9 av- 


erages as 100. 


This was seven-tenths of 1 per 


cent higher than a year ago and 
1.5 per cent higher than in Febru- 
ary when price 
control 
began 


Looking ahead a bit, Clague said 
| the index normally would show de- 
clines for January and February 
also, but recent strength shown -n 
ooth food and commodity prices 
does 'riot' indicate that the"fuir~sea- 
sonal drop will occur. 


Today's report is based on the 


consumer price situation as of mid- 
December, or just before Christ- 
mas. In November the cost index 
figure dropped slightly after 
an 


eight-month climb. 


Foods were reported to have in- 


creased somewhat from November 
to December, but there was some 
decline in clothing and transporta- 
tion costs.

Tax Cut Ban 
Brings Much 
Pressure

— President 


Eisenhower's plea to Congress to 
hold ihe line against any further 
cuts Ju maJor tax rates smacked 
into strong opposition today. 


Several key Democrats planned 


a floor fight in the almost evenly 
divided House for a plan to slice 
2 '/a billion dollars a year off per- 
sonal income taxes, relieving sev- 
en million 
taxpayers 
from 
any 


paymant at all. 


'An-J some Republicans and Dem- 
ocrats alike predicted Congress 
would permit at least slight re- 
ductions in both coronation 
in- 


come and excise tax rates. 


Eisenhower, in his annual budget 


message yesterday, strongly en- 
dorsed a project for rewriting al- 
most all the nation's tax laws. His 
proposals would reduce 
revenue 


two billion dollars annually when 
they reach full effect, but 
this 


would 
be 
dope through 
many 


changes in various deductions, al- 
lowances 
and ether technical 


points — not thtough major. rate 
changes. 


Republicans generally applauded 


this program, but Rep. McCor- 
mack of Massachusetts, the assit- 
ant Democratic leader, accused 
the President of "political insin- 
cerity." 


"Instead of appealing to the peo- 


ple to make sacrifices for great- 
er national defense," McCormack 
said, "the President is appealing 
to their hopes for tax reductions.
